JRounded Up Close to Scene of Double Grime 


at Dover, N. fl, Charged with Caus- 


ing Death of Two Men 


T Dover. N. H., July 7.—John Williams, 


ahn Farren, William Scott. Frank Gold 


JMVfl John Brown, three of whom aa-e sup- 
posed to be the men concerned in the 
anurderous assault upon four men on the 
night of July 4. rtsultlng in the death of 
jlffohn McNally and Thomas Dobbins, 
prere rounaed up Friday afternoon by 
Ussiatant City Marshal Wilkinson, as- 
•Istsd by other officers, and placed un- 
ifier ar*est. The men, with the exception 
riot WHliams, were found at the Waverley 
THous*. two miles from this city, where 
^fthey had spent the night. Williams, 
jK'ho was the man most wanted, was 
wound asleep in the bushes beside tho 
r 


oad a short distance away. 
Edward Bills, who llvfts near th» 


flWaverlay Houae, cams to this city and 
MBotifled County SollcHor Scott that thera 
ISvas a party of men there, tome of whom 
pnswered the description of the me$ 
(panted for the murder. Mr. Scott col- 
lected a squad of officer* and accom- 
panied them to the ha««». Upon arrlv- 
Mng there Marshal Wilkinson was tha 
jferet to enter. The men saw him coming 


,nd scattered in different directions. He 
.w Farren going through a window 
.d grabbed him by the shoulder, whera- 


ipon Fan-en drew a revolver, Wilkinson 
lulling his own weapon at tha «ame 
;me. At this moment Officer Toung 


teprang Into the room, seised Farren. took 
the revolver from him and soon had him 
pn Irons. Brown and Scott, who were 
jfclso in the room, were also aw«sted by 
jthe two officers. . 
\ D*puty Sheriff Cushman and Office* 
telbbetta, wbo were outside the house, 
j*aw Frank Gold making for the barn. 
JPhey soon brought him to bay and he, 
t«o, was placed in irons. Williams. 
Mnhom the officers were most anxious to 
•ecure, was not foun<5 at that time. 
(Later Deputy Sheriff Hayes, accom- 
panied by Solicitor Scott, found Will- 
>Vams asleep under some bushes on the 
i»oad to Sofnersworth. He was awak- 
ened and placed under arrest, making 
toot the slightest resistance. 


The prisoners were all brought to this 


•fcity. When searched but one revolver 
fr&s found in the party, that being the 
»ne that Farren had attempted to use, 
Aut on the night of tha Fourth, when the

The arre»t created great eicite- 
ftnent. 


At the station Mrs. Kitty Scanlon, -who 


tots been held there as a witness since 
TThursday morning, positively identified 
iWilliams as the man who shot Dobbins 
land McNally as they were seated with 
toer on the steps of the McManus resi- 
dence Wednesday night. 
She had pre- 


viously told the officers that the man 
•who did the shooting had a peculiar 
mark on one cheefe, and that mark was 
plainly visible on Williams. 


James Lord, who was an eyewitness 


to the affair, identified Williams as the 
man who shot Arthur Russell, Joseph 
Gagijon, Dobbins and McNally.

ning down the street on the way to no- 
tify the police when tta shots were fired 
that resulted in the death of Dobbins 
and McNally.

XTnlted States minister to China. 


The Russian government announces 


that it will give Japan a free hand to 
apply military force in China. The 
terms of this consent are summarized in 
the subjoined dispatch from St. Peters- 
burg, under date of July 6, In reply to an 
Inquiry from the Japanese cabinet re- 
garding the dispatch of Japanese troopa 
to China to render aid to the foreigners 
in Pekdn: 


"The Russian government declared, on 


May 27, that It left the Japanese gov- 
ernment full liberty of action in this 
connection, and the Tokio cabinet ex- 
pressed its readiness to act in full agref>- 
ment with the other powers." 


It is In consequence of this, no otoubt, 


that Japan is preparing to embark 20,- 
000 more troops. 
Political considera- 


tions that were thought to have been 
numbing the action of the-powers are 
thus laid aside, for the moment, at 
least, by the government supposed to 
have the clearest purposes respecting 
China's future. 
Japan's sending of 


troops now can have little bearing on the 
fate of the foreigners in Pekin. 


Baron Hayashi, the new Japanese 


minister, who arrived in London on Fri- 
day, said that 10 days would probably 
be required for the carrying of troops to 
China. 
His dictated statements con- 


tained these sentences: 


"If all the conditions Japan asked 


were conceded I see no reason why Ja- 
pan should not undertake the task of 
suppressing the trouble. 
The powers 


are all agreed in wishing to put down 
the rebels, but it does not seem that they 
are agreed on tLe means." 


From these authoritative utterances 


it is inferred that Japan does nominate 
conditions, and that the concert of the 
powers is a little jangled. 


The Che Foo correspondent of The 


Express says there is no longer any 
doubt that disaster has overtaken the 
Russian force of 3000 that le£t Tien Tsin 
for Pekin on June 11. Tine Russians had 
a full field gun complement and carried 
their own transport. As nothing has 
been heard from them in 24 days it is as- 
sumed that they have been overwhelmed. 
Trustworthy news is received to the ef- 
fect that all the country to the north- 
west of Pekin la covered with the corpses 
of men and horses of the western garri- 
sons. Fighting of a desperate character 
took place In the immediate neighbor- 
hood of Tien Tsin on June, 30. 


Taku dispatches say an attack in great 


force Is expected at any moment- The 
Chinese commanders are awaiting the 
arrival of more, guns and reinforcements 
before making an effort to retake the 
city.

Kansas City. July 7.—AdlaiES. Steven- 


ton of Illinois was nominated lor vice 
president by the Democratic national 
convention yesterday. The early indi- 
cations were that Ma-. Stevenson would 
be named, in spite of the fact that the 
committee appointed to confer with the 
eilver Republicans and Populists had 
Called to reg£h an agreement. 


Bay State Legislature, 


Boston, July 7.—Consideration of the

spirited and at times highly dramatic 
contest between the advocates of Steven- 
eon, Towne, Hill and the lesser capdi- 
idates. 


The distinct triumph of the day in the 


way of a popular ovation was that ac- 
corded to Senator HIM, and in its spon- 
tanety and enthusiasm was one- of the 
most notable features the convention 
haskproduced. It was accompanied, too, 
by a remarkable scene when Hill ear- 
nestly protested to his friends against 
"being placed'in nomination, and then, 
finding his protest in vain, when he 
strode to the platform, and In tones 
which left no doubt of their sincerity, 
earnestly besought the convention not to 
make him the nominee. 


The p%>ceedings moved with greatert 


briskness than on the two preceding 
days, for there was none of the tedious 
waits for platform and committee. 


On the call for nominations, Alabama 


yielded to Minnesota, and the latter 
state presented its young champion of 
silver Hepub,Ucanism and Democracy— 
Charles A. Towne. TJhe mention of his 
name was the signal for a flattering 
Demonstration in his honor, men and 
•women joining in the outburst. On the 
floor the Nebraska, Minnesota and one 
or two other delegations joined in the 
demonstration, but it was noticeable that 
it did not evoke any widespread en- 
thusiasjji among those who were about 
(to do the voting. Gradually other dele- 
gations began to rise, some of the New 
Yorkers getting to their feet, and for a 
moment it looked as though the conven- 
tion might be carried off its feet. But 
against this was heard a counter storm 
of protestation and discordant hisses. 
For 10 minutes the demonstration to 
Towne lasted with, varying degrees of 
intensity. 


Meantime attention was being directed 


to an excited group massed in front of 
the New York section with Hill as the 
vortex of a struggling throng of dele- 
gates.

Hill protested vocif- 


erously. 
Judge "Van Wyck said he 


could not refuse. 
Murphy and Croker 


pleaded with him to obey the will of tho 
convention and accept. 


While the pleadings continued the call 


of Delaware Was heard above the roar, 
and Delaware yielded her place to New 
York. 
At this the bulky form of Sen- 


taor Grady, the silver-tongued orator of 
New York, pushed through the densely 
packed aisles up to the platform. There 
was a hush through the hall to near 
what word tha New Yorker had to offer, 


"In behalf of tha united Democracy 


of New York," shouted Grady, "I present 
as a candid/ate for vice president the 
name of David Bennett Hill." 


The effect was electrical and a tidal 


wave of enthusiastic approval swept 
over the convention. 
Delegates stood 


on their chairs and waved frantically 
in a solid phalanx. 
Flags and stand- 


ards were again mingled in triumphant 
procession, while a roar as from Ni- 
agara pulsated through wie great struc- 
ture. 
Orady stood there proudly wait- 


ing for the storoi to subside 


But, as he waited, the audience saw a 


strange pantomine. 
They saw Hill 


leave the New York delegation and push 
through the throng up to the platofrrn 
They could see him appeal to Grady to 
withdraw, while Grady's unswer was 
apparent from the shake of his heml 
and his advance to the front of the plat- 
form to continue his nominating speech. 


When the demonstration had subsided 


Grady completed his speech, placing Hill 
before the convention. 
But as he 


stepped from the platform, the man who 
had just been placed in nomination took 
his place. 
The former senator looked 


out sternly, even savagely, on the shout- 
ing thousands. 


When he could be heard, he made due 


acknowledgement of the honor done him 
"But I cannot, I must not, be the nom- 
inee of this convention." he declared 
*vlth explosive emphasis. 
He was fre- 


quently interrupted with enthusiastic 
shouts of approval, but when he left 
the platform the delegates were firmly 
convinced from his words and manner 
that he was sincerely desirous of havln?

lowed with intense interest, for when 
Alabama announced three for Stevenson 
and 19 for Hill, it looked as if a close 
and exciting contest was to occur. 


But it was soon evident that Stevenson 


had a strong lead. 
At the close of the 


call he had 559^j votes, which, however, 
was not enough to nominate, the requi- 
site two-thirds being 624. 
Hill received 


200 votes, and Towne, 89%. But before 
the announcement of the result, a strong 
lunged delegate from Tennessee stood 
oa his chair and announced: "Ten- 
nessee changes her 24 votes from Hill to 
Stevenson." 


That started tha tide irresistibly to- 


ward Stevenson. 
Rrom every quarter 


of the hall came demands for recogni- 
tion. 
Alabama changed to Stevenson; 


California did the same. 
North Caro- 


lina changed from Carr to Stevenson. 
Even New York finally and reluctantly 
announced its change from Hill to Stev- 
enson. 
That ended it. 
Stevenson's 


nomination was assured, although for 
some time longer the various states con- 
tinued to record their changes from 
Towne and other candidates to Steven- 
eon. 


In the end the nomination was mada 


unanimous. 
Its aaaouncement was 


greeted with enthusiastic approval, and 
again state standards and banners wera 
borne about the building in tribute to tha 
party nominee.

Cable Jointers, 


Cable jointers are clever specialists 


who work for telegraphic engineers 
and contract in the memorandum of 
agreement to go anywhere. They are 
employed on the ships of the ocean tel- 
egraph companies, and their duty is to 
make splices and joints in the cables 
which are dragged up from the sea for 
repairs. To those who are not initiated 
this would seem to be fairly easy work, 
but it really requires great skill and 
takes years to learn. Few are aware 
how liable to damage undersea cables 
are. 
In the case of some of the old 


lines there is scarcely a mile of the ca- 
ble that has not one or more joints in 
it. 


Expert engineers can determine in a 


length of thousands of miles to within 
a £e^ Sect where a break in a cable is, 
the telegraph ship proceeds to the 'spct, 
which is indicated by a buoy; the dam- 
aged length of cable is dragged up, 
ana the jointers proceed to cut out the 
fault and deftly splice the cable. The 
slightest mistake, a tiny air bubble, ia 
the reheated India rubber would spoil 
the insulation. That would mean that 
the cable would fall to transmit mes- 
sages at an important moment and 
that a ship, with all its high priced 
scientific staff, would have to steam 
hundreds or perhaps thousands of 
miles to pick up the cable again.—New 
ilork Sun.

The imagination fails to 
picture the scene in that British lega- 
tion, where men, women, and children 
sower in fear of death or nameless 
itrocities, in starvation and under con- 
stant fire from the guns of an ever- 
watchful, mad and 
teeming1 horde. 


, Death has grown to have little terror 
for them. They are prepared to die and 
the men. are prepared to kill their 
women and children lest they fall prey 
to the fiends- who clamor at the gates 
for possession of them. 


There are degrees of desperation, but 


that degree which makes a mm the

escape what is infinitely worse than 
death is the degree beyond which des- 
peration cannot go.

Everything is shaping to give us a 


repetition of the national campaign of

THE SOLDIER'S PAROLE. 


Wiat !• Meant by it and How It !• 


Arranged. 


Parole, It must be understood, is a 


purely voluntary compact The captor 
is not obliged to offer to parole hia 
prisoner, and the prisoner la not oblig- 
ed and cannot be compelled to give his 
parole. 


If he does so, he will probably be re- 


leased on pledging his word not to 
serve during the existing war. If he 
refuses, he will remain captive until 
the war is over or until he can make 
his escape. 


The usual'parole pledge extends only, 


to active service against the enemy. 
A prisoner released on parole is not 
breaking his contract if he drills, re- 
cruits, quells civil commotions or fights 
other enemies. 


A soldier taken prisoner has no au- 


thority to pledge himself never to serve 
against a particular enemy. He can- 
not throw off thus lightly the duty he 
owes his sovereign or country, and if 
he makes any pledge it must be con- 
fined to a limited time. 


Moreover, If a prisoner should make 


a pledge not approved by his own gov- 
ernment he is bound to return and sur- 
render himself to the enemy. 


In the British army a soldier can 


only give his parole through a com- 
missioned officer. Even a noncommis- 
sioned officer or an officer of inferior 
rank cannot give parole either for him- 
self or for his men without permission 
from his commanding officer. 


The United States authorities, by the 


way, give greater liberty of parole than 
is the case with the British army. 


A captured prisoner who has violated 


his parole may be punished with death. 
—Pearson's Weekly.

IRONCLAD FEVEfV 


A. Peculiar Disease That Was Killed 


by Ventilation. 


In the fight between the Monitor and 


Merrimac it was found that there was 
not sufficient air in the turreted steam- 
er for the crew and that the suffocating 
gases generated by the explosion of 
gunpowder found their way below and 
rendered it practically impossible for 
the men to work. Necessity therefore 
compelled the introduction of some ap- 
paratus for artificial ventilation. 


Tbe old methods in vogue for hun- 


dreds" of years haf! been retained even 
under the new conditions and Wut for 
the striking exhibition of direct inter- j 
ference with lighting capacity would i 
bave remained for many years longer. 
In the Monitor was placed a rotary; 
blower, worked by steam. Air waa 
thus drawn from one half of the steam- 
er through a system of pipes and 
forced into the other. Various changes! 
were made in later ironclads of this | 
period. In some the air was drawn 
down the turrets and forced through- 
out the vessel, thus rendering them 
more -than ever liable to suffocate the 
men below in_battle, while in others the 
supply was obtained through armored 
cylinders and forced out through the 
jj 


turrets. 


It was In the early ironclads that a 


peculiar disease developed which, be- 
ing confined to those vessels, was soon 
uesiguated ironclad fever. In this af- 
fection the initial symptoms were 
much like those of typhus, but in a 
short time severe occipital pain was 
followed by complete aphonia and this 
by coma and death.

The friends of Mrs. Grant have as- 


sured her that while her husband is 
in confinement they will assist her as 
much as possible to keep the farm run- 
ning, and within a day or so there will 
be a haying "bee," at which the hay 
crop of the farm will be gotten in. 


Grant and King are now established 


in the Pittsfiekl jail, where they will 
remain till their cases are finally de- 
cided in the superior court. On ar- 
riving at the jail they were received by 
Jailer John W. Whipple, who took the 
usual record of their ages, height, 
weight, etc. Jailer Whipple remarked 
to Grant that the charge was a serious 
one,

KEEN SUFFERING IN INDIA. ' 


H»ttve» Sell tbe Wood of the Roof it 


of Their Hontw Before Yielding. 
Descriptions of tbe conditions exist' 


Ing In the famine stricken part of India 
indicate an appalling state of affairs. 
Thomas A. Bailey, writing from Bon> 
bay, describes a trip which he took 
through the Gujerat district, in west- 
ern India, some time ago, says the New 
York Tribune. He saye: 


"My visits included Snrat, Ahmada- 


bad, PnanteJ, Anand and Broach, each 
separated from the other by at least 
three to four hours' train journey. Tbe 
Journey to Surat was by night, bat 
part of the journey to Ahmadabad waa 
In the morning, and for an hour or BO 
before reaching it one saw clear signs 
of abounding destitution; the fields 
were bare and brown, and tbe appear- 
ance of the people at the small stations 
by the way and on the road as we 
passed 
betokened widespread 
suf- 


fering. Here and there might be seen 
little groups in rags, huddled together 
in a dejected, despairing condition, 
while sometimes might be seen Jackals 
and vultures apparently on the search 
for some fallen victim, either human 
being or animal. The city of Ahmada* 
bad itself bore clear traces of want 
and misery. At the railway station we 
were soon surrounded by beggars pit- 
eously appealing for help; but, while 
one knows that most of these are only 
following their lifelong vocation, etlll 
there were not wanting signs of hard 
times. 


"I noticed a long line of men, women 


and children moving slowly along, 
carrying on their heads various shap- 
ed bundles and brass vessels, etc. I 
inquired who they were and was in- 
formed they, were the occupants of 
some village who, having held out as 
long as they could by the sale of all 
their possessions, were at last obliged 
to abandon their village and make for 
tbe relief works. So destitute do these 
people become before they give in that 
(a missionary told me) they actually 
draw out the wood from th« roofs of 
their houses and sell it. At Prantej, 
which is about four hours' journey 
from Ahmadabad, there are relief 
works, where the people are employed 
in making or deepening a large water 
tank. I think I remember hearing 
there were abbut 5,000 people employ- 
ed here. 


"The largest jelief works in this part 


of the country are at Broach, which 
was the last place I visited. Until re- 
cently 29,000 people were 0:11 ployed 
here, but now there are only 15.UOO. as 
new works have been opened up across 
the river, and nearly half the em- 
ployees were drafted there. The relief 
work here is making a large tank 2,000 
feet long by 1,000 broad. The probable 
usefulness is questioned by many, 
while the need of better roads is being 
urged as a suitable employment. The 
government is doing magnificently in 
Its endeavors to save life and alleviate 
suffering, but it is sad to think that its 
best efforts are sometimes frustrated 
by some natiX'e officials, who are utter- 
ly callous of their fellow countrymen's 
sufferings and only seek to make a 
harvest for their own .pockets.".- ,

SHOOTING IN SCOTLAND. 


An. Immense Stim Expended Annual- 


ly In This Form of Sport. 


As to the sums spent on shooting 


In Scotland, so large is the total that 
It is a difficult matter to arrive even 
at an approximate estimate. In Perth- 
shire alone there are 465 shootings, of 
•which al^mt four-fifths are let to ten- 
ants and bring in about £150,000 a 
year, or an average of £400 a year, 
which seems about a fair estimate if 
It be borne in min'd that this is an ex- 
pensive country and that 50 of its best 
shootings bring £35,000, or an average 
of £700 a year. In the whole of Scot- 
land there are about 4,000 shootings, 
and as each of them must at least em- 
ploy one keeper and one gillie during 
the shooting season some estimate 
may be formed of the money expended 
In wages and the number of people 
employed. 
•In the deer forests and on the larger 
shootings there wlii often be from four 
to six men permanently engaged and 
from six to eight others working for 
the shooting season only. In a well 
known forest where I once spent many 
pleasant days there were three for- 
esters, three gillies and three pony men 
out each day. On the grouse ground 
there were three keepers, with three 
underkeepers, a kennel man and two 
carriers going to and from the nearest 
railway station, a total of 18 men and 
five horses, not to mention the ponies 
kept for riding Into the forest and 
those kept to carry grouse panniers. 
On this property three rifles could stalk 
each day, while three other parties of 
two each could shoot grouse, or the 
six could combine for

The Zeppelin airship is about 180 me- 


ters long, or ai>out the same length as 
the American liner New York. In di- 
ameter it is 37 2-3 feet. Its total lift- 
ing cacapity it about ten tons, enabling 
the vessel to carry stores sufficient to 
remain in the air several days. 


One of the best living experts in 


aerial navigation, Major Baden-Pow- 
ell, brother of the hei'o of Mafeking, 
who was privileged to inspect the ma- 
chine, described it as resembling the 
slender skeleton of a huge battleship, 
containing IT independent balloons, on 
the same system as the airtight com- 
partments of an ocean linger. It was 
hoped to drive the vessel at the rate of 
22 miles an hour. Beneath the front 
and rear ends of the carrying body are 
pairs of air propellers, and immedi- 
ately below the latter are gondolas 
constructed of aluminium, containing 
powerful benzine motors. 


Friedriclishafen, .where the airship 


has been constructed, is on the side of 
Lake Constance, and Immerstadt lies 
to the north, on the same bank. An 
immense balloon house on 60 pontoons 
covered the airship and 'was so built 
that the center platform, on which the 
airship rest$Q, could be towed out and 
the ascent of the airship be made un- 
lilndered. 


For years Count von Zeppelin has 


devoted himself to the problem of con- 
structing a steerable balloon. His plans 
have been laid before the German gov- 
ernment, which has given him aid in 
his present undertaking. The king of 
Wurttemberg has shown great interest 
in the invention, for the Count von 
Zeppelin comes of an old Wurttemberg 
family and in the Franco-Prussian 
war served on the general staff of the 
Wurttemberg army, from which he re- 
tired with the rank of major general. 


Probably the crew of five persons 


consisted of Count von Zeppelin "him- 
Belf, Hugo Kuebler, 'the mechanical 
engineer; Herr Burr, a steering expert, 
and two machinists in charge of the 
benzine motors.

No Relation Whatever io Their 
Nuuien, India Ink -HM If* Oonaec- 
tJon With India. 
For many thousand yeara India Ink 


has been to the artist and to tie arti- 
san the vehicle for the creation of 
much that is interesting and Instructive 
and beautiful in the world of art, and 
it has a rathe? extraordinary history. 


Like many other things which have 


no relation whatever to their names, 
India ink has no relation whatever to 
India. The Irish potato, it is Bald fa- 
cetiously, is so called because it was 
found first in Peru. Therefore India 
ink may have been so named because 
it was made first in' China, where the 
bulk of it has been made ever since. 


Also, like most other things of prac- 


tical utility to mankind, India ink was 
not an invention, but a discovery—that 
is to say, the individual who produced 
it first did so entirely by accident, 
without the remotest intention of doing 
anything sensible or useful. 


About 3,000 years before the Chris- 


tian era a Chinese alchemist, Tlen- 
Tschcn by name, while experimenting 
upon some nostrum for the eternal 
preservation of life or upon some for- 
mula for converting dirt into gold—it 
matters not what—accidentally con- 
cocted a black substance in the form 
of a liquid paint or varnish. This con- 
coction was the first India ink. 


The black pigment which forms the 


base of the ink was the soot obtained 
by burning lac and pine charcoal. This 
soot was powdered finely and mixed 
with some kind of size or glue. Fish 
glue, or isinglass, was used as well as 
bone or horn glue; and sometimes, in 
making the finer qualities of ink, pearls 
were boiled in glue. Sometimes dried 
os tongue was added to give the ink a 
purple tint, and the bark of the pepper 
tree was used to produce a tinge of 
blue. The ink was carefuliy molded, 
dried and packed in wormwood leaves 
with lime or ashes until well seasoned. 


It is not stated whether sepia, the 


coloring liquid of the cuttlefish, was 
added to the ink originally or not; but, 
as the best inrJia ink in use at present' 
has a brownish tint, as if mixed with' 
sepia, it is evident that sepia is used 
now in the manufacture of the ink. 
Sepia alone is used frequently in China 
in preference to the black ink. 


As soon as it was discovered that In- 


dia ink was likely to be serviceable to 
mankind it was perceived by the im- 
perial diet to be a dangerous innova- 
tion upon .the established custom of 
'•not" having it to use. .The empire 
had got along very well without India 
ink prior to its discovery, and it was 
Chinese public policy- "to let well 
enough alone." Therefore the use of 
the ink was declared to be sacrile- 
gious, and its manufacture was pro- 
hibited. 


Apparently there -were "millions" in 


India • ink in those days, for a sharp 
competition in its production arose, 
and this was the beginning of trouble , 
for artists and draftsmen. The market 
was glutted with worthless grades. At 
first the ink was superfine in quality, 
and the lampblack used in it was 
ground into an impalpable powder so 
fine that it was as volatile as vapor 
and possessed in itself an odor of 
musk. Later, when competition cor- 
rupted its production, coarser and 
cheaper pigments we<rc substituted for 
the fine ones, and the ink was arti- 
ficially perfumed with musk in order 
to disguise its inferiority. 


The Chinese are passionately fond of 


musk, and india ink was used by them 
not only as a writing material, but 
also as a flavor for their choicest bev- 
erages. 
A little india ink rubbed in 


water was considered then a delicious 
drink, but modern india ink can hard- 
ly be recommended as a safe medium 
for interior decoration of that sort. 


We are informed by the disting'uish- 


ed historian that all "good" india ink 
Is inhabited by gods. (In China tljere 
are so many gods that it is difficult to 
find lodgings for them all; they are. 
billeted, therefore, upon any conven- 
ient article, such as a stick of india 
Ink.) 
From this startling disclosure of 


the historian we might be justified in 
presuming that all "bad" india ink is 
inhabited by devils. This view of the 
matter would account for the multi- 
tudinous trials and tribulations which 
beset the unhappy draftsman who tries 
to make a drawing with popr india 
Ink, for certainly in unmitigated wick- 
edness and total depravity india Ink 
has few equals and no superiors.— 
Weekly Bouquet.

most completely supplanted the older 
wet battery for electric bell work, etc., 
on account of Its greater convenience 
and lack of the disagreeable, sloppy 
qualities r*>s8esst.~ .by its predecessor. 
Somebody hag deflaed a dry battery as 
"one that Is always wet Inside and a 
wet battery as one that often dries up. 
It Is precisely so; the dry battery Is 
permanently wet inside. It Is general- 
ly made up of a zinc cylinder or cup, 
In which is supported a carbon stick or 
rod, surrounded by some porous Sub- 
stance, such as "excelsior" or other 
fiber, mineral wool or plaster of parts. 
This is saturated with the active chem- 
ical, sal ammoniac generally, In a solu- 
tion made stiff with gelatin. The whole 
is then sealed with pitch or some simi- 
lar compound and is ready for use. 
These batteries are made in vast quan- 
tities and so cheaply that when one 
becomes exhausted it Is simply thrown 
ftway and replaced wltji a new one.

He longed for an 
opportunity to see the fighting in South 
Africa, and accordingly he went to 
England, joined the Horse artillery 
and went out fired with the ambition 
of serving under Lord Roberts. 


He went through several bloody en- 


gagements a»cj ctyne eut scatblesi* un- 
til the attack oil Khpkraal, Muy 3, 
when he was leading a galtoplng Max- 
im buttery up the hill, says the New 
York Journal On arriving at the sum- 
mit the Boers opened fire aud, as Trust- 
tum graphically describes in his let- 
ter, "it looked like a sheet of flame. 
Men fell on every side. My horse was 
shot in seven places and died instantly. 
As I tell with him I felt a sharp pain 
in my right thigh and knew that I had 
been shot. 


"I lay on the ground for three hours 


in great pain, because I could not ex- 
tricate myself from under the horse, 
and the loss of blood made me feel 
faint. 
Later on an ambulance came 


along and conveyed me to the hospital 
at Bloernfoniein. 
When the surgeon 


examined my wound, he found tho 
Mauser bullet had struck a plug of 
tobacco to my breeches pocket, which 
had broken ;1ts force and probably 
saved my life, as the surgeon said the 
bullet would have struck my thigh 
bone in a slanting direction and gone 
up into my abdomen, giving me a mor- 
tal wound. 


"I am very happy and comfortable 


here in the hospital, The bullet has 
been extracted, and in two weeks I 
hope to be up at the front to get some 
more fun before it is all over. A sol- 
dier's life is not worth living without 
fighting."

NEW SCHOOL FIRE ESCAPE. 


PupiU Slide to Safety Qovra a Spiral 


Steel Sboot. 


The BeweEt fire escape is an ingen- 


ious apparatus being built for a school 
in Louisville. The inventor has made 
a rather startling adaptation of the 
law of gravitation, as he proposes to 
slide the pupils like meal sacks from 
the roof to the ground in a spiral shoot 


The appwatus is composed of a great 


steel cylinder, six feet in diameter, 
built against the side of the school- 
house, says the New York Journal. In 
the interior of the cylinder a spiral, 
open shoot is constructed, semicircular 
in shape and sufficiently deep to pre- 
vent a body from falling over the sides. 


Automatic doors communicate with a 


platform at each story. The pupil is 
drilled to seat himself in the shoot and 
slide easily and quickly to the ground. 
It is claimed that 150 persons can es- 
cape from a building in three minutes 
by means of this novel contrivance. 


The inventor is a German, named Au- 


gust Dauber. He was working In a 
flour mill in Germany in 1885 where a 
similar shoot was used to slide sacks 
of flour to the ground. The descent 
was so easy and rapid that the mill 
hands came to use the shoot In prefer- 
ence to the stairs. This gave Dauber 
the idea of adapting this method for a 
quick and easy escape from a building 
in case of fire. 


NEW MORPHINE HABITCURE. 


HlK American Refrigerator at 


O_ne of the American exhibits at the 


Paris exposition which are attracting 
tremendous crowds is a huge octagonal 
reJWgerator now shown in the agricul- 
tural building, says the New York 
World. Europe has never suspected 
the use we mak> of refrigerators. Here 
meat is killed from day to day, and it 
is Impossible to preserve eggs and but- 
ter. Therefore the great American ice- 
box excites much wonder. It is con- 
structed of plate glass on all sides, and 
all kinds of food are artistically dis- 
played. The whole refrigerator, though 
as big as a house, revolves on a pivot, 
BO that its conjpnts are completely 
shown to every bystander every few 
minutes.

E. P. Goering, formerly of this city, 


who as reported in the Transcript some 
days ago made a sensational attempt 
at suicide in Paris, made another un- 
successful attempt to kill himself there 
yesterday, according to a Pariis dis- 
patch in the .New York Evening Tele- 
gram. 


Mrs. 
Goering was seen today, and 


asked if she had heard from Paris. So 
far she has heard nothing, and the dis- 
patch mentioned is the first Intimation, 
received here as to whether Goering's 
former attempt was successful or not. 


Mrs. 
Goering is still doubtful of the 


correctness of the dispatches, as no 
word has either been received by her- 
self or by Mr. Goering's family In Bos- 
ton. A friend of his in Boston cabled 
to Paris, but has received no answer. 
Mrs. Goering has written to the Amer- 
ican, consul at Paris, and will probably 
cable directly to her husband, now 
that word has come that he is alive. 


The Evening Telegram's dispatch 


from Paris is as follows: 


Edgar Goering of North Adams has 


had hard luck. He cannot succeed in 
shuffling off this mortal coil. 


Some little time ago he tried to com- 


mit suicide by taking a strong dose of 
salts of ammonia. A few days since, 
as- cabled to the Evening Telegram, he 
cut his throat in the street with a 
razor, while asking a po'iceman to pro- 
tect him from an imaginary enemy. He 
was then taken to ttie Necker hospital, 
where it was at onoa seen that he was 
suffering from delirium tremens. " 


He had to be watched right and day. 


Yesterday, when it was considered that 
tne attack was over, be was left alone 
for a few minutes. No sooner was he 
alone than he rushed from the bed to 
the window and Jumped out. He fell 
from the second story through, the glass 
roof of an outhouse. 
This probably 


saved him from death. He was badly 
cut about the hands and face. 


He has now been sent to a lunatic 


asylum.

Possible Movement of Fifteenth Re. 


giment, With Many Local Recruits 


Orders which are believed, to have an 


important bearing on movements soon 
to be made by the war 
department, 


possibly in reference to the difficulties 
in China, were received by Captain Z. 
W. Torrey at the recruiting station in 
Springfield yesterday morndng. 
The 


orders are from W. A. Simpson, as- 
sistant adjutant general at the office 
of the war department in Washington, 
and are to the 
effect that men 


are to be enlisted! for service in the 
Fifteenth infantry as rapidly as pos- 
sible for the purpose of filling the regi- 
ment. The Fifteenth is at Plattsburg 
barracks, N. T., and Captain Torrey 
has already sent nearly 150 men. to 
that regiment since opening the re- 
cruiting station in Springfield. 


The order says a special effort should 


be made to enlist men for the Fifteenth, 
as it is the intention to move the regi- 
ment soon. This means that it will 
take the road, but where it is to be 
sent is only a matter of conjecture. 
Captain Torrey says he has no idea 
where the regiment is to go, but be- 
lieves there is some probability of its 
being placed in China if the necessity 
arises. 


There are a large number from this 


city and vicinity in the regiment, and 
its movements will be watched with 
interest all through northern Berkshire. 


Burelle's Body Buried Here

from relatives of Joseph Burelle in 
Canada, authorizing the burial of the 
body in this city. The particulars of 
Burelle's death on the railroad between 
Braytonville and Greylock were pub- 
lished in the Transcript yesterday.

WHEELING THROUGH BERKSHIRE 


Some Account of Beauties of Northern 


Berkshire 


Rev. R. Dewltt Mallery of Lenox has 


an interesting article in the New York 
Evening Poet on "Wheeling through 
Berkshire," in which he has the fol- 
lowing: 


A wheelman in a hill-country should 


always pursue the general tenor of his 
way with the view before him rather 
than behind hie back, and consequent- 
ly Berkshire should be traversed from 
north to south. 
We will enter it 


through the Hoosac Tunnel at 
its 


northeastern end, and we leave the 
tram at North Adams, the well known 
manufacturing city; city of prints and 
shoes, and next to the largest city in 
this county. A day must be taken to 
make the ascent at "Greylock," so, 
scorning the carriages ini waiting, we 
push on down the valley road to Ad- 
ams, where we leave our wheels and 
enter upon the toilsome climb of four 
hours, following now a wood-road, and 
now the dry bed of a mountain brook, 
now an. opening through the 
forest, 


over logs, boulders, up steep inclines, 
tilted to nearly 40 per cent, on and on 
with many rests until the top is reach- 
ed, a tortuous, weary climb of five 
miles, taxing ev£ry atom of strength 
and endurance, out-more than compen- 
sated for in the grandeur of the pros- 
pect, when once we stand upon the 
summit and scale the last'staircase of 
the skeleton tower which rises there 
sixty feet. 


It is only a short distance along a 


macadamized state road from North 
Adams to Williamstown, s-o we decide 
after wheeling in from Adams to push 
on to the college town for the night. It 
is the we&k after commencement and 
the village is bereft of its student- 
colony, but its hilly street, on either 
side of which are the substantial and 
handsome college buildings, presents 
an attractive prospect, and tired as we 
are, though refreshed by supper, we 
set out ito stroll in the grounds. The 
"Mecca of all Pilgrims is of course, the 
''Haystack Monument," erected to per- 
petuate the'memory of those valiant 
youths who here gave themselves to 
Christian wopk'1 in foreign lands; and 
with the^thoughfc.in our minds- that the 
miovement of foreign missions in 
America •v^as born on Berkshire soil, 
we return, to the inni and to the 
dreamless sleep of the wheelman. 


It is a run of five miles to South Wil- 


liamstown along the side of 'Greylock,' 
and over a level piece of road, but 
thence OBJ through the adjoining town 
of New'Ashford to Lanesboro the grade 
is up, with many dismounts, but with 
ever-increasing lovliness of scenery as 
the higher levels are reached. The 
country through here is not yet jwe- 
cn-.pttd by the summer resident, and 
land is* atenoBt giv&n away. Land 
whiob s6lls?in Laripjs at prices ranging 
fRom' $17000* to $20t(raj)* per acre sells in 
other Haft& of the*cbunty at from one 
dollar to four dollars per acre! Almost 
one whote township in Berkshire has 
been bought by a well-known, citizen of 
New ISfork, at less.than the average 
price of $5 an acre! "-Lanesboro1, though 
which we are now* wheeling, and where 
we are shown the (birthplace of Josh 
Billings,-Is one of the decadent towns-, 
and yat.onily four miles from the city 
of pYttSfield, the county-seat and lar- 
gest! city 'in the county. On. we push. 
past BontoDsuc lake and Pittsfield is 
socin reaahM. A morning's work has 
been accomplished, and after dinner 
we are at liberty to look around the 
city. 


Adams Unions Invited 


All the labor unions of Adams1 have 


been invited to participate in the par- 
.ade tnat will preceed the benefit to the 
striking shoe cutters next Thursday 
evening, and it is probable that several 
of them will accept, as they are affili- 
ated with the C. L. U. of this city. The 
Germania band and all the local drum 
corps have also been invited to take 
part, and the result is expected to be 
one of the largest labor demonstrations 
ever made in this city. There are now 
J2200 tickets out, and 800 which are un- 
•placed. 


Will of Centenarian 


The will of Almira Mulligan, the late 


centenarian of Alford, was filed for 
probate yesterday. After making sev- 
eral small personal bequests the tes- 
tator gives $100 each to the American 
Bible society, the Congregational and 
the Methodist church missionary so- 
cieties. According to one clause of the 
testament $1000 is to be left in trust for 
the support of evangelical preaching in 
Alford, and the Methodist church is 
to receive the benefit of it, so long as a 
society of that denomination is main- 
tained in the town.

DOMINICO FINALLY CAPTURED 


Was Hiding in Southern 
Berkshire* 


Held Under $1000 Bail 


Prank Dominico, who stabbed George 


Young on the morning of the Fourth, 
was captured in Housatonlc last eve- 
ning, and was brought here to answer 
for the crime this morning. He was 
charged in court with assault with a 
dangerous weapon and pleaded not 
guilty. He was placed under $1000 td 
appear for hearing- next Saturday. At 
that time it is expected that Mr. Young 
will be so far recovered as to be able 
to appear to testify against Dominico. 


The latter appeared in court with one 


very black eye, and other indications 
that Young's story was. true, when hu 
said that Uominieo was roughly han- 
dled before the knife was drawnu In 
default of the $1000 Dominico went to 
jail. 


He was- captured last evening by one 


of the Great Burrington officers. 
He 


had traveled south from here since the 
fourth, spending the day times in the 
woods, and was apparently making for 
Connecticut. The officers in Great Bar- 
rington had been informed of his flight 
by the local police, and heard last eve- 
ning that he had gone to a shanty in a 
back woods district where an Italian 
family lived. They telephoned to this 
city for a closer description of the man 
wanted, asd were confident that they 
had the right man in view. Chief Din- 
neen asked them to arrest the man at 
once, and this was done. He was taken 
to Pittsfield last night and brought 
here this morning. 


Ifluny Otlior Court Cases

Charles Affhauser was tried on the

The court, while it found the 
defendant guilty held that he might 
have had provocation, and ordered the 
case filed away. 


Mark Hall was found guilty of as-

John M. Williams was sent to jail for 


60 days for drunkenness-, although he 
protested vehemently that he had not 
been intoxicated, and offered to leave 
the state if the judge would only let 
him off. Williams has a record that 
was against him, however. Way back 
in 1898 he appeared in court for drunk- 
enness under the name of Reinhart, 
and defaulted. Williams said his- name 
was really Williams, but that he an- 
swered to almost any name, so long as 
he saw that he was the one addressed. 
The rtwo years- old case against him as 
Reiriihart was filed away. He was ar- 
rested last evening with his wife, 
Minnie Williams, who pleaded not 
guilty of drunkenness, and who made 
a strong plea for herself. She was 
found guilty but the case was- filed 
away. They were married in this city 
seven months ago, coming here from 
Hoosick Falls.
